The Prince, it is said, declared that the scientific data re­ 
ported by Peary as of the Pole itself was fiction and based on 
real observations made eignty miles away and very plausibly 
reasoned from those observations. He said also to have declared 
that the entire scientific and geographic world knew the secret, 
but out of respect for the personality of Peary' and in regard for 
American feelings their beliefs were never made public. 
The Prince, in fact, did not even blame Peary for what he 
termed his “exaggeration of longitude and latitude,” because he 
had indeed got to a point nearer the Pole than any one else had 
the endurance to reach. 
The reasons given by the Prince for 
Peary’s “deception” were the fact that he had information from 
Esquimaux runners that Frederick Cook wTas on the point of 
cabling the world he had found the Pole and that Peafy knew if 
Cook’s fraud were taken seriously and he (Peary) again returned 
unsuccessful after so many years in the Arctic that he would 
never again be able to make an attempt. He was at the limit of 
his physical resources and he made a final effort and arrived 
within eighty miles of his goal, according to the Prince. 
In a heated argument shortly before his death the Prince 
cited details of Peary’s being accompanied only by a Negro, who.j 
the Prince said, could neither read nor write, and so could not 
corroborate or deny the scientific data Peary gave the world. 
The Prince always maintained that Amundsen did reach the South

Pole afoot or afloat.
